Catholicks of Ireland of the Viſter forces, and 
by thereſt of the C ommanders of the ſame Forces. 
EE might be held prodigall of 
our honour, and giue occaſion 
of ſuſpition of our loyalty ro our Soucraigne, 
if inthe middeft of rhe mulrirude of Calum- 
nies and impoſtures that are belched forth 
againſt ys, wee Should neglect ro appoligize 
for our owne integrity : wee haue by free and 
full conſent, wirhour any relu&ancy, inthe 
view of the world , taken the oath of Aſſocia- 
rion appointed by vniverſall vote to be taken 
by all <« Confederat Catholickes of Freland; 
wherein wee ' manifeſt our Religion towards 
God, and ſecure our loyalty towards our So- 
veraigne. This oath wee haue as frequently 
andas freely itcravcd, as aty the reſt of our 
fellow Confederats in this Kingdom : wee 
haue alſo avowed that folemne proteſtation 
made by rhe Catholicke Cleargie of the fame 
Confederacy, proteſting to give unto Ceſar 
What is due to Ceſar , and onto God , what is due to 
God. As wee neuer relolueto violat this oath 
and proteſtation, ſo doe wee relolue neuer to 
adhere to any thar baucor shall indeuour to 


ſup- 
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luppreſſc the one or the other ;ſuch as boaſt 
molt of loyalcy, buc are molt conſcious of 
disloalty , have by this Ceſlation giuen vnto 
the Kings ſworne enemy ewointireCountyes 
in «Founſter , which were in che poſſellionof 
che Contederac Catholickes, without rece- 
uing any aſſurance cither of his loyalty , or 
of reſtitution of the {ame Counties after cx- 
piration of the Ceſlation. They haue { as if 
they were Lords Paramount of the ſubieas 
liuings ) diſpoſcd as well of the {piricualry 
. as temporalty, without the ſubieQs conſent, 
and that, tothe vie and maintenance of the 
- Kings encmyes. Kilkeny and other quarters 
belonging to the Contederat Carholiques, 

they hauc actually deliuered ouer vnto that 
great perſonage,, whom in their ſoules they 
know to be wholy diſpoſed to betray the 
Kingdom to the Parliament: vnto this great 
perſonage thy {till adhere, notwithſtandin 

thoſe horrid treaſons comicted in deliuerin 

ouer vnto the Parliament the Caſtle of Dublin, 
Drogheda, Trim, Dundalke, and all other gart- 
ſons remaining in his quarters; for him all 
induſtry andarte is vſcd to procure vaſt ſu- 
mes of mony , euen in the quarters of the 
Contederat Catholiques by way of loanc, 
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mortgage , and otherwiſe, as the 11. and tz, 
articles of theynwatrantable Ceſlation doe 
aboundantly inſinuat, yet theſe men would 
needes be held loyall ſubie&s, andall others 
who oppoſe their ſiniſter praQtiſes (though 
thereunto bound by oath)muſtbe held disloy. 
all. If we haueas freely and as often, as any 
other of our fellow-Catholicks bound our 
{clues with ligatures of loyalty , why are 
weeſuſpeCted more then others of disloyalty ? 
If wee may not be charged with any ec- 
normous crimes of disloyalty as thoſe o- 
thersare , who would appeare moſt loyall? 
why are they cntertainedas loyall ; and wee 
ſuſpefed as disloyal? Wee dehie the whole 
world rocharge vs vith the leaſt aft of disloy- 
alry committed ſince theſeCommotions;vn- 
lefle the depraued iudgement of the disloyal!, 
{ro cloake the rurpitude of their owne cri- 
mes) will cenſure it disloyalry invsto defend 
with Chriſtian reſolution the Freedom of our 
R eligton the prerogatines of our $ oueraigne ,and 
libertie of onr free-borne Nation, whereunto by 
oath weeare obliged Vnro the perfect obſer- 
uance of this oath and proteſtation, the Scc 
Apoſtolicke by its Apoſtolicall miſſiues fre- 
quently cxhorted vs and to ſecond our ende- 


p : 
aors therein, hath ſent vnto the Catholick 
Confederars frequent ſubſidies; ſo farre isir 
from truth , that either his Holynes or weeare 
againſt the allegiance due by ſubieds vnto 
their Soueraigne: others who looke more yp- 
on ſtate-pollicy then Religion, and con- 
tinue no longerin their allegiance, then the 
condition of the time will permit them, haue 
no longer adhered ro their Soucraigne then 
while they were neceſlitared ; neceflity being 
taken away, they haue ſided with the Kings c- 
nemies (the Parliament) again{t their Souerai- 
one; being againe necellitared they againe 
difſſemble to be for their Soucraigne. Ls 
duplici corde. Vnto ſuch wee may not | vn- 
leſſe wee wiltully violat. our oath] adhere, 
without ſomeaſfurance of their loyalty, and 
engagement not to prejudice the Catholicke 
faith, for which two points the lare Ceſlation, 
made by a malignanrparty of rhe Supreame 
Councell, againſt the reſolution of a conli- 
derable partic of the ſameCouncell,and of the 
whole Clergie, hath not ſo well prouided as 
wee could wiſh, who for their owne miſchee- 
uious ends, indeauour to ſet forward the 
ſame Cellation by blemishing our integrity, 
& by that mcanes to draw vpon vsthe indi- 
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nation of all ſuch as either ſeemingly or 
really are forhis Maicſtic;for nor being capa- 
ble co moue the heauensto ſecond their defi. 
genes, they make recourſe to Acharon. Vnto 
cheſe that truly and really adhere to his Ma- 
jeſtie ( withour preiudicing: our Religion ) 
wee doe, and cuecrshall adhere; vato others 
who onely counterfait ſuch adherence , co 
avoid the forces of the Confederat Catholi- 
ow. wee may notadhere: And vpon this re- 

olution, notonely wee, but all the Confede- 
rat Catholickes, rogerher with thoſe corporat 
Townes,thar Chiiſtianlike reſolue to obſerue 
theſe rwo branches of their oath, deny to 

ccld obedience to ſuch an vnwarrantable 
and prejudiciall Ceſlation: Wherefore our 
Armes aretaken to defend our (clues as well 
againſt thoſe that without any prouocation 
on our parte , haue incollerably iniured vs, 
and tholc diſtreſſed exiled Catholiques that 
depend vpon vs,as againſt all others thatha- 
ue actually declared rhemſclues againſt his 
Maicſtie, & are knowne to continue {till reall 
in thatreſolurion; beſceching the Lord of ho - 
ſtes ſwho penerrats the ſecrers of our hearts] 
ncuer to blefle our defignes, longer then wee 
intend truly and vnfaindly [eucn withour 
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reſpect ro priuatends} ro obſeruethat Com- 
maund of our Lord Jeſus. Giue vnto Ceſar what 
is due to Caſar, and to God what is due to God. For 
accomplishing whereof, wee coniure all the 
Confederat Catholiques, together with all thoſe 
faichfull, ſubiefs of what Religion ſocuer, 
that vnfainedly adhere to his Maicttie, ro ioy- 
ne with vs againſt all Parliamentary forces 
and all factioniſts, who ( for their owne ends) 
comply with them, ro the violation of their 
oath, preiudice of of our Soucraigne,andrui- 
ne of this diſtrefſed Nation.

the Government eſtablished by the Eede- | 
rat Catholicks with crimes ſo tranſcendent, 
and fo improbable, as malice onely ould 
invent,andrancour dictat. And therfore gi- 


ving OVETTO hope t! enat hec intends at any me 
| ro 
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toſubie& himſclfero aurhority, or obſerue 
the mutuall bond of vnion withthe Confe- 
derats, wee are enforced, for vindication of 
our honnours, and diſabuſing of rhoſe few 
gentleme, whom hee hath inueigled withspe- 
cious pretences,to be the footſtoole ofhisam- 
bition. [While a declaration of his ——__ 
dingsisin preparation]to giueſome light of 
his deportment: Yet firſt wee will cleane the 
entrance thereunto, from that corrupt ſtuffe, 
which hee sparters againſt vs. He that makes 
rapineatradc , and hath fall'd eachcorner of 
che Kingdome with execrations againſt him 
ſaies; we [ whomthis innocent man would in-

And concearning reſtitution to be 
madcart the end of the ceſlation:The inhabi- 
tantsare notto be diſpoſciſcd, nor their caſtles

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peares by the Articles: And what other aſſuran- 
cethen publick faich mutually giuen, could 
baue beene expected in ſuch a trenſaction? 
The nexthee pointsar,and tearmes agreat Par- 
ſonadge, hee G confounds betweene the Mar. 
queſs of Ormond, and the Lord Barron of Inchi- 
quine, the ſurrender of the Caſile of Dublin, Dro- 
gheda, Trim &9c. and the T1 and 12 Article of the 
Ceſſation, thatto ſatishe the world of our con 
ceptions ofhim, we wil extend rhat parſonad- 
ge to both; and as ye {ce no ground wherforc
